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SUBJECT: NACCFM: NORTH KOREAN DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER S 
SPEECH 

1 . ROK REPRESENTATIVES IN NEW DELHI HAVE GIVEN US THE 
ENGLISH LANGUAGE TEXT OF THE STATEMENT DELIVERED BY DPRK 
DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER LI JONG MOK AT NACCFM PLENARY ON 
APRIL 8. ACCORDING TO ROK SOURCES, THE NORTH KOREANS DID NOT 
DISTRIBUTE THE TEXT TO DELEGATES. AN INDIAN JOURNALIST 
OBTAINED THE TEXT FROM A MEMBER OF THE NORTH KOREAN DELEGATION. 

2. THE MAJOR POINTS OF THE SPEECH RELATING TO THE KOREAN 
QUESTION ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

- THE KOREAN QUESTION IS ONE OF THE KEY INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS. 

- THE DANGER OF PERMANENT DIVISION AND NUCLEAR WAR CONTINUES. 

- THE PRINCIPLES OF THE NORTH/SOUTH JOINT STATEMENT HAVE 
BEEN "TOTALLY TRAMPLED UNDER FOOR"; THE CAUSE OF NATIONAL 
REUNIFICATION IS ENDANGERED BY THE TWO KOREANS POLICY 
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ENCOURAGED BY DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN ELEMENTS. 

- THE ROK IS PROMOTING PERMANENT NATIONAL DIVISION RATHER 
THAN REUNIFICATION. 

- THE STRENGTHENING OF WAR PREPARATIONS IN SOUTH KOREA 
CREATES CONTINUING TENSION BETWEEN THE NORTH AND SOUTH. 

- UNDER THE PRETEXT OF THE FICTICIOUS "THREAT OF SOUTHWARD 
INVASION". THE ROK IS WELCOMING U.S. AND JAPANESE 
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FORCES RELYING ON THEIR FINANCIAL AND MILITARY SUPPORT. 

- THE PANMUNIOM INCIDENT WAS AN "INTENTIONAL CONSPIRATORIAL 
ACT" CARRIED OUT BY THE FORD ADMINISTRATION AND THE ROK 

IN AN ELABORATELY PREMEDITATED PLAN TO PROVOKE A NEW WAR 
IN KOREA. 

- THE DPRK PREVENTED PANMUNIOM INCIDENT FROM LEADING TO WAR. 

- THE PANMUNIOM INCIDENT PROVES THAT THE DANGER OF WAR 
CONTINUES AS LONG AS U.S. TROOPS, NUCLEAR WEAPONS, AND 
NUCLEAR BASES REMAIN IN SOUTH KOREA. 

- THERE IS AN URGENT NEED TO IMPLEMENT THE KOREAN RESOLUTION 
ADOPTED AT THE COLOMBO SUMMIT CONFERENCE. 

- U.S. TROOPS MUST BE WITHDRAWN FROM SOUTH KOREA. "NOW 
THE AMERICANS CAN NOT BUT SAY THAT THEY WOULD WITHDRAW 
THE U.S. TROOPS FROM SOUTH KOREA". 

- THE ROK IS TRYING TO ASSURE THE PERMANENT STATIONING OF 
U.S. TROOPS BY ALL MEANS INCLUDING BRIBERY OF U.S. 
CONGRESSMEN. 

- THE ROK ARE TRAITORS TO THE NATION. 

- THE JOINT MEETING OF POLITICAL PARTIES HELD IN PYONGYANG 
ON JANUARY 25, 1977, PROPOSED A REALISTIC FOUR-POINT 
PROGRAM FOR PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION. ITS MAIN ELEMENTS 
ARE A GREAT ALLIANCE OF THE SOCIALIST FORCES OF THE 
NORTH AND THE PATRIOTIC DEMOCRATIC FORCES OF THE SOUTH, 

AND CONVENING OF A NORTH/SOUTH POLITICAL CONSTRUCTIVE 
CONFERENCE COMPOSED OF REPRESENTATIVES OF ALL THE 
POLITICAL PARTIES, PUBLIC ORGANIZATIONS AND PEOPLE OF 
ALL STRATA IN THE NORTH AND THE SOUTH. 

- THE DPRK CALLS ON THE NACCFM TO IMPLEMENT THE KOREAN 
RESOLUTION ADOPTED AT THE FIFTH COLOMBO SUMMIT CONFERENCE.
